Bids to be called 
next Spring 


Representative Fred F. Cain has advised the 
Town Manager that bids are expected to be called 
for early next spring, for the new Shawsheen Ave- 
nue Bridge, from Main Street to the Eames Farm 
over the Boston & Maine Railroad. 

The project is getting along nicely, Mr. Cain 
reports. It will be funded 50% by the Federal 
Government and 50% by the State. Wilmington, 
which originally appropriated $100,000 for the 
project, has the money to use for the new Route 
129 acquisition. 

Mr. Cain has told Town Manager Sterling Morris 
that 75% of the Highway Engineering has been com- 
pleted, and 50% of the bridge engineering. The 
State Right of Way Department and the Department 
of Public Works is acquiring the land to be used, 
Cain said, with only 7 or 8 parcels still to be 
acquired.

The very Uncommon 
Common Mushroom 


The August issue of Yankee 
Magazine has an article about 
picking a certain mushroom 
the so-called Common Mushroom. 
It is an old timer in Massachu- 
setts, in Middlesex County, in 
Wilmington, but not today, Ac- 
cording to Yankee Magazine you 
just simply get your basket, and 
go out in the fields, heigh lee. 
heigh low 

The Common Mushroom is, 
without doubt. one of the very 
best, Its flavor far excells that 
of any bought in stores, canned 
or fresh. In fact it is the same 
mushroom, the store bought 
variety being a cultivated descen- 
dant of the Common Mushroom. 

‘There was a time when it could 
be found, along Chestnut Street 
along Woburn Sireat. and in other. 
areas of Wilmington where there 
were farms -.but that was fifty 
years ago - at the end of the Age 
of the Horse, and before Automo- 
biles and Subdivisions. 

‘The Common Mushroom was also 
called the Horse Mushroom. for it 
loved to grow in fields where the 
horses had grazed, Botanically 
it was known (and still asa 
matter of fact) as the Agaricus 
Campestris. 

It is whitish, of a soft outline. 
and grows to be sometimes four 
inches wide. The soft outline is 
something that can be recogni- 
zed several hundred feet away by 
mushroom experts, and which
